Rod and all. This question is coming up on not only this list, but other 
ones as well. I've not seen a complete answer so far. After reading this, 
you all will probably say the same thing. But, I'll give it a shot. 


First off, those of us who have been in PSK31 practically since its 
introduction, find this question amusingly akin to that of a newcomer to ham 
radio who sees his first transmitter with plate tune and load controls and 
asks, "what're those things for?" 


The earlier versions of PSK31 programs did not have the really neat 
panoramic waterfall that the new ones have. You could not set your radio to 
one spot and tune between the various signals on the band with the click of 
the mouse. You tuned your radio slowly, until you heard, yes with your 
ears, the familiar warble indicating to you that you were about to tune upon 
a PSK31 signal. 


There was a small (narrow bandwidth) waterfall with a small double line 
tuning notch. Above that, was the circular phase meter. You tuned in the 
signal by first slowing down the radio dial tuning - real sloooowly making 
the vertical signal trace (like what we see in the new software) align into 
the notch. At the same time, you watched the "star burst" in the phase 
meter and carefully tuned until it turned from red to yellow and aligned 
vertically within the circle. At this point, the PSK31 signal was tuned 


properly and text started to print clearly. 


There were in essence, two lines radiating out from the small dot in the 
center of the meter. Prior to properly tuning, the lines might be multiple 
and radiate out in random directions. 


BPSK signals tuned properly resulted in the two vertical lines. One up and 
one down. QPSK signals resulted in lines running four directions. Two 
vertical and two horizontal. Kinda like a properly tuned RTTY signal. 


With the newer tuning methods, there probably is no real reason for the 
phase meter. Only this latest version of DigiPan has it. So, is it more a 
cosmetic curiosity, or is it a reminder to those of us who came from the old 
stuff, of how far we've come. 


Just for fun, you might want to download a copy of the original G3PLX 
program and have a look at it. I do believe that it's still available. It 
will certainly seem primitive by current standards, with no type ahead 
buffers and no macros. Nevertheless, it did copy very well. 


And yes, I do have a couple of transmitters with plate tune and load 
controls.

Hi Kim, 


If your present problem is noise generated locally then I would recommend that you 
don't try an 

expensive active antenna as your first solution. Their claim to fame is broadband 
reception and 

small size, not low noise. 


I have used the MFJ-1024 outdoor active antenna for about 15 years at various 
times and it isa 

very good active antenna. Assuming that you purchase one that is not prone to 
intermodulation 

distortion and your receiver can easily handle very strong out of band signals an 
active antenna 

can work well for certain circumstances. The problem is that these antennas 
respond almost 

entirely on the E-field of the electromagnetic wave, which in itself isn't a 
problem, but most of 

the local sources of noise in the near field consist mostly an E-field component 
and will easily 

couple to an active antenna (electrostatic or capacitive coupling). The result I 
have noticed is 

that the noise is always higher on the active antenna compared to most other 
antennas. 


If you can remote mount the active antenna at least a wavelength from noise 
sources (a problem at 

low frequencies) then it should perform fairly well. Also, if you are mainly 
listening to 

shortwave broadcast transmissions then there shouldn't be a problem either. 


As a side note, I have found that a low balanced antenna often has a better 
signal-to-noise ratio 

then a high resonant antenna, even for DX. The actual signal will be lower but if 
your receiver 

has a descent noise figure then the noise will be much lower. You may also want 
to look at small 

loop antennas. Resonant small loops receive very well but you may also have good 
results with a 

non-resonant loop attached to a low noise, low impedance amplifier at the antenna. 
The loops have 

the advantage of sharp nulls normal to the plane of the loop that can be used to 
reject local 


noise sources.

Hi all, 

This is a response to an inquiry earlier this week about a Lecher wire 
and oscillator that one of our list members and his Physics teacher found. 
The apparatus, as described, apparently is for demonstration of resonant 
frequency of the oscillator, by measuring the length of a half wavelength on 
the Lecher wires. These are a parallel conductor transmission line with air 
dielectric. Thus the velocity of propagation would be very close to that in 
free space. A website which shows a similar apparatus is 
http: //www.physics.purdue.edu/reports/demo/elect/E1-82.html 


A couple of ham radio websites that discuss use of the Lecher wires are:

There is also a discussion of them in older editions of the ARRL Radio 
Amateurs' Handbook. Looking through my collection, I found the latest one 
that I have that discusses the Lecher wires is the 1957 (34th) edition. It's 


on pp 500 and 501 there. 


Hope this sheds a bit of light on the subject. I'm sure hams used them 
to ensure that the modulated oscillator transmitters once used on the 5M and 
2.5M bands (preceded 6M and 2M) actually were in the band.

Not sure if you received any feedback <g> on your problem Dave ("need scope 
ground on for any receive sensitivity in the regen radio"), but the Scouts 
and I had the same situation during construction of the NJQRP Manhattan 
version. As it turned out, the ground provided by the ‘scope is actually 
part of the antenna system and is needed for better receiption. But instead 
of the 'scope ground, you could put a wire from the chassis ground plane 


down to a heat radiator in the room, or the grounded screw in an AC 
recptacle, etc. Works well here.

Dale, the type of bridge you're interested in is so-o-o simple to construct 
that I wonder why more folks don't use it. 


I use one here with my 2N2/40 and it most certainly ensures that the rig is 
always looking into a reasonably low-Z non-inductive load while I fiddle 
with the downstream LC circuits (the tuner/s). 


In essence, it uses two 50-ohm resistors in series in one leg of the bridge, 
and a single 50-ohm resistor in series with the antenna impedance in the 
other leg of the bridge. It's reducible to a classic Wheatstone bridge 
configuration where the ratio of R1/R2 = R3/R4. 


If the antenna tuner is adjusted so it "looks" like 50 ohms resistive, the 
voltage at the junction of the input resistors and the voltage across the 
output leg (the junction of the output resistor and the antenna "resistor") 
is equivalent, and the bridge is balanced. 


The bridge picks up some RF voltage from the middle of the output leg, 
rectifies it with a diode (such as a 1N914), and applies it to a dc 
milliammeter or microammeter through a multiplier resistor and adjustment 
pot. Nothing could be simpler! 


You can see the complete circuit (and if you re-draw it you'll recognize the 
classic Wheatstone) on page 153 of the ARRL's book "Solid State Design For 
The Radio Amateur." Look in Chapter 7, Test Equipment and Accessories.

Gang, when aligning radios here at the shack I 

see that many slug-tuned coils have loose areas 
inside them. Mainly the location where the slug 

has spent the last 20 or 30 years. After fine 
tuning, any speaker vibrations or other microphonics 
can cause the "squirreling" effect where RX or 

TX signals can chirp a bit. 


I've thought it would be nice to tighten up the 
area without spoiling the original ease of 
adjustment. All I can think of now is adding 

a section of flat dental floss axially inside the 
coil between the slug and the interior coil 
threads. 


Any other suggestions?

This product is *extremelyx 
thin, easily cut with scissors and you can make multiple "wraps" around a 
damaged male threaded component to build-up the thickness as needed. It has 
no adhesive on it to gum up the works and it has the added benefit of 
resistance to heat and environmental breakdown. It's sold at Home Depot, 
Ace Hardware, etc for a couple of bux for a small roll. If you don't get 
the desired result, you can easily remove the Teflon with tweezers, etc. 


Tip: pay attention to which direction you're wrapping the Teflon. You'll 
find it works better to wrap in one direction rather than the other - 


you'll easily figure that one out once you have your hands on it!

Guys, interesting posts on the absorptive bridges. Dan Tayloe, N7VE, 
designed a great circuit for a simple tuning indicator that uses a toroid, 
LED, and resistors. Charlie Lofgren, W6JIJZ, used this very circuit in the 
circuit that he designed for the BLT tuner. It works great, and as others 
have pointed out, assures you that your rig does not see a huge SWR while 
you are tuning with the BLT. 


So, to answer a question, yes the BLT uses an absorptive bridge circuit. 
The one that was included in N7VE's LED tuning indicator that is on Bob 
Hightower's web page. 


Also, I need to mention something that I have forgotten to do until now. 
Those of you who have purchased the BLT tuners will note that it comes with 
a clear Lexan cover. What you don't know, is that those covers were 
designed, developed and provided by Dennis Foster, KK5PY. I had sent Dennis 
a tuner beta kit to build, and he built his but wanted a cover for it. He 
works in the Airline Industry, in maintenance, so was familiar with lexan. 
He figured out how to bend and form it, and made a cover for his tuner. He 
sent me one for mine. As soon as I saw it, I knew that it would be a great 
addition to the tuner kit. Dennis very graciously donated not only his time 
and labor in making all of the lexan covers for the BLT kits, he also 
purchased the raw material and shipped them to me, all at his own expense.

I thought the stuff 
used on many old coils was more akin to beeswax. Yellowish 
rather than clear, and slightly tacky to the touch. 


Temperature of operation will matter if you use wax. 
In solid state, probably ordinary beeswax will be more 
amenable to adjustments. In tube equipment with high 
temps, you'd need an additive (sodium stearate?) to 
raise the melting point of the wax. 


I believe paraffin has a lower flash point, as well, 
so caution would be in order if this is tube stuff.

This morning I installed 8 regular off the shelf AA 
batteries into the FT-817. Fired it up on 20 meter CW 
and started transmitting at the default power setting 
of 2.5 watts. After about 3 CQ's I got my first 
reply. I was in QSO for about 10 minutes. Then 
continued to call CQ and again about the same time 
spent on a second contact. Did some listening on a 
noisy band for a while and did a lot of button pushing 
adjusting the various modes. Listened to 20 meter 
sideband at regular volume (you could hear it 
throughout the house/one floor) and left the shack for 
a while but kept tuned into QSO's in progress. Rig on 
for about 2 1/2 hours so far. Voltage down to about 
9.2v. Took it to the kitchen and listened to 
broadcast FM for a while. Then made a couple of 
contacts on the local 2 meter repeaters. Time for 
those QSO's about 15 minutes. Then tuned the aircraft 
band and listened to departures, etc. The radio has 
been on for about 5 hours now. Battery down to low 
level indication, about 7.8V. After 6 hours on, there 
was still enough power to continue to receive only, 
but not to transmit at any but the lowest power 
setting of about 1/2 watt (I did not put it on a power 
meter yet). 

So, it far exceeds the Yaesu specs (5.5 hours/receive 
only) o£ maximum use time on AA alkalines. Not great 
performance by any means on a feeble AA alkaline 
supply but is as promised by Yaesu. 

Probably the most convenient small battery (gelcel) 
supply would be the 2.0A "Power Pocket". That should 
give a substantial boost to portable operation and 
still keep the carry size/weight down. 

I should have kept a running tally of actual 
use/battery voltage reading but I was looking at 
simply what it will do in real world terms.

Dave, maybe the following will help: 


Recently a group of us in North Central Texas organized an unorganized 
group of hams to meet monthly, have kunch, tell lies, and generally 
enjoy one another over the general subject area of QRP. So far it has 
been a total success and our Fox Team - the NE TX TORNADOS - is enjoying 
above average success. 


When our informal email started getting out of hand, I took it upon 
myself (we have no elected officers and only one appointed officer:

I get notice each time a new subscriber comes on board so that I have 
some discretionary power. I can unsub anyone at anytime with no notice, 
etc. The list-owner has virtually unlimited power over the list. 


In the case of QRP-L, I suspect - I do not know - that the official list 
owner does not care to be concerned with the daily infighting and 
playground-quarrel resolutions and has delegated those tasks to Cla. 


As to your previous inquiry as to the identity of the "list owner" of 
QRP-L, I would have expected Cla to respond but I have not seen such 
yet.

As the ‘owner' of a small list, maybe I can answer some of the questions 


The ability to start, and host, a list is determined by the capability of 
your ISP, and, if they agree to let you do it, they will set it up. Then, 
you can publish the fact that it is available, and let everyone know how to 
join it, or, you can go through the hassle of individually approving each 
and every request to join. The only cost, normally, is that of your normal 
ISP connection, but this may vary with your provider. The list 'owner' may 


appoint someone else to manage, or monitor, it. Some lists are moderated, 
where each and every message is read and approved before it goes out to the 
list. Quite a task, IMHO. 


My little list is free-wheeling, but very small, and we have had no such 
hassles as I have seen here. What folks seem to lose sight of is that the 
content of the messages should generally reflect the intent of the list, 
and not wander off too far afield. I know Cla, and know also that he is 
pretty tolerant, but is trying to keep the list on track. A few OT messages 
create no problem, but when the thread starts to unravel, it just 
contributes to the noise level and should be cut off. 


Hosting a list is something that is done to contribute to the qrp 
community, or whatever group you are interested in, and is done ona 
voluntary basis. There are some lists that are subscriptive, and this one 
should not be so, but, if the constant hassles continue, as when you are 
reminded not to wander too far off topic, I can see some changes coming 
down the road.
